In this work Mandeville represents strongly the increasing tendency to dwell 
upon the evils of society as a result of over-civilisation, and anticipated the teaching 
of those philosophers who saw no hopes of a return to innocence but by returning 
to the state of nature. . . . He argued, not like Shaftesbury, that all is for good, 
but that the world is bad, and its whole civilisation fed by evil appetites and evil 
deeds. The work was, indeed, a first sign of the strength of the reaction that 
gathered force year after year, until it struck on Europe with the shock of Revolu- 
tion. But there was nothing in Bernard Mandeville of the fine yearning for a 
higher life that was to rise above the ruins of all that had been based on human 
wrong. It was enough for him to maintain steadily that evil was man’s good.—

Fifteenth century manuscript of the important Latin version known as the 
vulgate Latin text of the famous travels of Mandeville. The earliest printed edition 
of this Latin text appeared about thirty years after this manuscript was written. 

In his preface the compiler calls himself a knight, and states that he was 
born and bred in England, of the town of St. Albans; had crossed the sea on 
Michaelmas Day, 1322; had travelled by way of Turkey (Asia Minor), Armenia the 
little (Cilicia) and the great, Tartary, Persia, Syria, Arabia, Egypt upper and 
lower, Libya, great part of Ethiopia, Chaldaea, Amazonia, India the less, the 
greater, and the middle, and many countries about India; had often been to 
Jerusalem ; and had written in Romance as more generally understood than Latin. 
In the body of the work we hear that he had been at Paris and Constantinople ; 
had served the sultan of Egypt a long time in his wars against the Bedouins, had 
been freely addressed by him on the corruption of contemporary Christendom, had 
been vainly offered by him a princely marriage and a great estate on condition of 
renouncing Christianity, and had left Egypt under Sultan Melech Madabron, 1.e., 
Muzaffar or Mudhaffar (who reigned in. 1346-47); had been at Mount Sinai, and 
had visited the Holy Land with letters under the great seal of the sultan, which 
gave him extraordinary facilities; had been in Russia, Livonia, Cracow, Lithuania, 
‘fen roialme daresten’’ (de Daresten or Silistria), and many other parts near Tartary, 
but not in Tartary itself; had drunk of the well of youth at Polombe (Quilon on 
the Malabar coast), and still seemed to feel the better; had taken astronomical 
observations on the way to Lamary (Sumatra), as well as in the Brabant, Germany, 
Bohemia, and still farther north; had been at an isle called Pathen in the Indian 
Ocean; had been at Cansay (Hangchow-fu) in China, and had served the emperor 

| of China fifteen months against the king of Manzi; had been among rocks of 
adamant in the Indian Ocean ; had been through an haunted valley, which he places 
near Millestorach (= Millescorath, i.e., Malasgird in Armenia); had been at many 
great feats of arms, but had been incapable of performing any himself; had been

driven home against his will in 1357 by arthritic gout (despite the well of youth!); 
and had written his book as a consolation for his “‘ wretched rest.’’ 


This Latin version is important for the light it throws on the identity of the 
author, the final chapter being devoted to an account of how the book was written 
in the city of Liege. Mandeville is there made to say that, when in Egypt, he met 
about the Sultan’s court a venerable and clever physician sprung from our own 
parts; that long afterwards at Liége, on his way home in 1355, he recognized the 
same physician in Master John ‘ad Barbam,’ whom he consulted when laid up with 
arthritic gout in the street Basse Sauveniére, and that he wrote the account of his 
wanderings at Master John’s instigation and with his aid. The same story has 


been quoted from a French manuscript, but with the physician’s name given as 
Jean de Burgoyne. 


On the Author’s tomb at Liége his name was given as ‘ Dom. Johannes de 
Mandeville, alias dictus ad Barbam’’; and in the fourth book, now lost, of the 
‘‘ Myreur des Histors,”’ or ‘‘ General Chronicle’ of Jean des Preis or d’Outremeuse, 
there is a record to this effect: In 1872 died at Liége, 12 Nov., a man of very 
distinguished birth, but content to pass there under the name of “ Jean de Bour- 
gogne, not Mandeville, is the authentic one, and that he was a physician of Liége, 
d’Gutremeuse, his friend and executor. In fact, in his will he styled himself 
‘“Messire Jean de Mandeville, chevalier, comte de Montfort en Angleterre et 
seigneur de isle de Campdi et du Chateau Perouse.’ It seems, therefore, safe to 
admit the identification of the physician Jean Burgogne, or a la Barbe, and 
Mandeville; but the modern presumption—based on the absence of any contem- 
porary corroboration of such a Sir John Mandeville—is that the name Jean Bur- 
gogne, not Mondeville, is the authentic one, and that he was a physician of Liége, 
the same who wrote a tract on the pestilence. It is considered likely that he really 
lived for some time in Egypt, and during his sojourn there may have conceived the 
idea of describing a journey to the orient. Having visited no foreign country except 
Egypt, he was compelled to make use of the descriptions of others and to publish 
his compilation under a pseudonym. 


This important manuscript originally belonged to the Monastery of Good 
Children at Liege, where it was written by a monk of the name of Sibitum Hoken- 
bosch de Sittard, who completed it on the 31st of March, 1456. The scribe has 
signed the manuscript in two places. At the end of the table which precedes the 
text, he has written: ‘‘Iste liber pertinet monasterio bonorum puerorum in Leodio, 
Scriptus per me fratrem Sibitum Hokenbosth de Sittart natum et in prenominato 
monesterio professum, ad salute anime mee’’; and at the finish of the text: ‘‘ Ex- 
plicit itinerarius domini Johannis de Mandeville militis anno domini MeCCCCoe 
quinquagesimo sexto ultima martii, etc. Scriptus est iste liber per fratrem sibertum 
de Sittart in hac domo bonorum puerorum professus. Anno domini quo supra.’’ 
(The Monastery of Good Children was presumably so called because the monks were 
ordered to give education to children.) 


Mandeville’s Travels is a book which Shakespeare made use of in a number of 
his plays. Douce, in his “ Illustrations’? of The Tempest, remarks: ‘‘ The ‘ dew- 
lapp’d mountaineers ’ are shown to have been. borrowed from Maundeville’s travels, 
and the same author doubtless supplied the other monsters.”’ Halliwell-Phillipps, 
in his edition of Midsummer Night’s Dream, cites this book. Cited, too, by Dyce in 
his edition of The Winter’s Tale.

Reputed the “ first English hackney writer.” H1s industry as author, trans- 
lator, and compiler was enormous, and his work was distinctly meritorious, as well 
as advantageous to the kingdom. He was believed to have imported the first Arab 
horse into. England. 

The exact date of Gervase Markham’s birth is not known, but it 1s certain 
that he served in the Low Country wars and in Ireland prior to 1593. He then 
settled down to miscellaneous writing, and in 1595 published his poem (174 eight- 
line stanzas) on the battle of the “ Revenge”’; some of its phrases reappear in Tenny- 
son’s (more condensed) story. He wrote numerous other poetical pieces, including 
a lengthy continuation of Sir Philip Sidney’s “ Arcadia.’ He also translated from 
the Italian, and had a share in two dramas. His principal works were in prose. 
“ The Discourse of Horsemanshippe”’ (1593) was the first of eight or nine separate 
publications on horses and farriery. “ The Young Sportsman’s Instructor’? 1s one 
of many books on archery, fowling, angling, cock-fighting, and hawking and 
hunting. “ The English Husbandman” (1613-15) and “ Cheap and Good Hus- 
bandry’’ (1614) are two of his many books on farming and improving land. Then 
there 1s a series of books on soldiering and military exercises. Even with this record, 
he left works which yet remain in MS.

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MARLBOROUGH (John Churchill, Duke of), 1650-1722. 


The greatest general of his day. John Churchill, afterwards the Duke of 
Marlborough, was born 24th June, 1650, the son of an impoverished royalist. Furst 
a page to the Duke of York, he next secured an ensigncy in the Guards, and in 
1667 was sent to Tangiers. Later he was promoted captain, and was with Turenne 
at the reduction of the Dutch fortresses. In 1675 he married the imperious and 
beautiful Sarah Jennings. He helped to quell the Monmouth Rebellion, but on 
the landing of the Prince of Orange joined the invader, who out of gratitude created 
him Earl of Marlborough. In 1692 he fell into disfavour, but on the accession of 
Queen Anne he was given the command of the British army 1n the Netherlands in 
the war of the Spanish succession. He became regent in all but name. His wife 
governed the Queen, and he himself directed Godolphin. In 1702 he was made 
commander-in-chief of the combined English and Dutch forces. The campaign 
was a series of triumphs for the allies. He achieved the brilliant victories of Blen- 
heim, Ramillies, Oudenarde and Malplaquet. The treaty of Utrecht in 1711 at 
length brought peace. On a charge of having embezzled public money, he was 
deprived of his offices till the accession of George I, when, in a day, he was restored 
to his honours. He died on 16th June, 1722, and was buried in Westminster Abbey 
with great magnificence.

This Tract, containing the letter of King Philip and Cardinal Pole, was pub- 
lished by Order of Pope Julius III, to announce to the world the Reconcilliation of 
England with the Church of Rome, which took place on November 30, 1554. 

At the great ceremony in London upon the occasion of this reconciliation 
Cardinal Pole made the following speech :— 

‘Much, indeed,’’ he said, “<¢ the English nation had to thank the Almighty 
for recalling ‘them to his fold. Once again God had given a token of his special 
favour to the realm; for as this nation in the time of the Primitive Church, was 
the first to be called out of the darkness of heathenism, so now they were the first 
to whom God had given grace to repent of their schism ; and if their repentance 
was sincere, how would the angels, who rejoice at the conversion of a single sinner, 
triumph at the recovery of a great and noble people.”’ 

He moved to rise; Mary and Philip; seeing that the crisis was approaching, 
fell on their knees, and the assembly dropped at their example; while, in dead 
silence, across the dimly-lighted hall came the low, awful words of the absolution 
“Our Lord Jesus Christ, which with his most precious blood hath redeemed and 
washed us from all our sins and iniquities, that he might purchase unto himself 
a glorious spouse without spot or wrinkle, ‘whom the Father hath appointed head 
over all his Church,—he by his mercy absolves you, and We, by apostolic authority

given unto us by the Most Holy Lord Pope Julius the Third, his vice-regent on 
earth, do absolve and deliver you, and every of you, with this whole realm and 
dominions thereof, from all heresy and schism, and from all and every judgment, 
censure, and pain for that cause incurred: and we do restore you again into the 
unity of our Mother the Holy Church, in the name of the Father, of the Son, and 
of the Holy Ghost.’’ 

ae! Pole went back to Lambeth, not to rest, but to pour out his soul to the Holy 

ather. 

In his last letter he said ‘‘ he had told his Holiness that he had hoped that 
England would be recovered to the fold at last ; yet he had then some fears remain- 
ing, so far estranged were the minds of the people from the Holy See, lest at the 
last moment some compromise might ruin all.’’ 

But the godly forwardness of the King and Queen had overcome every 
difficulty; and on that evening, the day of St. Andrew—of Andrew who first 
brought his brother Peter to Christ—the realm of England had been brought back 
to its obedience to Peter’s See, and through Peter to Christ. The great act had 
been accomplished, accomplished by the virtue and the labour of the inestimable 
sovereigns with whom God had blessed the world. 

‘And oh,’’ he said, ‘‘“how many things, how great things, may the Church 
our mother, the bride of Christ, promise herself from these her children? Oh 
piety! of antient faith! Whoever looks on them will repeat the words of the 
prophet of the Church’s early offspring: ‘This is the seed which the Lord hath 
blessed.’ How earnestly, how lovingly, did your Holiness favour their marriage ; 
a marriage formed after the very pattern of that of our Most High King, who, 
being Heir of the world, was sent down by his Father from his royal throne, to be 
at once the Spouse and the Son of the Virgin Mary, and be made the Comforter 
and the Saviour of Mankind; and, in like manner, the greatest of all the princes 
upon earth, the heir of his father’s kingdom, departed from his own broad and 
happy realms that he might some hither into this land of trouble, he, too, to be 
spouse and son of this virgin; for, indeed, through spouse he be, he so bears him- 
self towards her as if he were her son, to aid in the reconciliation of this people to 
Christ and the Church. ; 

‘‘ When your Holiness first chose me as your legate, the Queen was rising up 
as a tod of incense out of trees of myrrh, and as frankincense out of the desert. 
And how does she now shine out in loveliness? What a saviour doth she give 
forth unto her people. Yea, even as the prophet saith of the mother of Christ, 
‘before she was in labour she brought forth, before she was delivered she hath 
borne a man-child.’ Who ever yet hath seen it, who has heard of the similitude 
of it? Shall the earth bring forth in a day, or shall a nation of men be born 
together? but Mary has brought forth the nation of England before the time of 
that delivery for which we all are hoping? ”’

Buchanan’s ‘‘ Detection’’ was first published in London in Latin and then in 
the Scottish dialect. In it the charges against Mary Queen of Scots in the ‘‘ Book 
of Articles,’’? in the form of a judicial paper, are reiterated and adapted to the 
purposes of a polemic. After all allowance for party spirit and the well-founded 
belief of the reformers that Mary was a subtle and dangerous enemy, the ‘‘ Detec- 
tion’’ must be deemed a caluminous work, ‘‘ which not only sought out doubtful 
and trivial incidents to blacken her character, but invented others for which there 
was no warrant. Buchanan charges Mary with an attempt to make Darnley and 
Moray quarrel, in the hope of ridding herself of both. For this and similar charges 
there is no evidence, and they have been silently dropped even by historians who 
believe her capable of any wickedness. We cannot wonder that she describes this 
work, when Elizabeth, with peculiar spite, sent her a copy of the ‘‘ Detection’’ in- 
stead of the priest she asked for, as ‘‘ a defamatory took by an atheist,’’ Buchanan, 
the knowledge of whose impiety had made her request a year before that he should 
not be left near her son, to whom she heard he had been given as preceptor !

The subject of this excessively rare little book is an abstract of a Speech made 
by William Fletewode, Recorder of London, on 15th October, 1571, before the Lord 
Mayor and Aldermen of London, relating to the state of affairs in the Country, 
and with special reference to the Ridolfi conspiracy on behalf of Mary Stuart. 


Copies of the present tract are excessively rare, and the late Mr. John Scott 
was never able to obtain a copy for his Queen Mary collection. The British 
Museum possesses it, but it does not appear to be in the Bodleian or Cambridge 
University Library.

One of the most accomplished and eloquent dramatists of his time. 


Philip Massinger was the son of a retainer of the Earl of Pembroke. In 1602 
he entered St. Alban’s Hall, Oxford, but left without a degree in 1606. Almost 
at once he commenced writing for the stage, and fifteen plays written by him have 
been preserved. Much of his best work, however, 1s inextricably mixed up with 
that of Fletcher and others. He was certainly concerned in the authorship of 
plays that pass under the name of “ Beaumont and Fletcher.’ Massinger’s verse 
was fluent and flexible, lacking only the music and magic of Shakespeare. Hts 
comedy resembles Ben Jonson’s in its eccentric strength, in its exhibitions of way- 
ward human nature, and in its use or rather typical and conventional characters. 
Charles Lamb said that his English style 1s purer and freer from violent metaphors 
and harsh constructions than that of any contemporary dramatist. The sequel of 
Massinger’s history 1s but an enumeration of his plays. He was found dead in his 
house on the Bankside one March morning in 1640.

A posthumous work. Napier explains the title ‘‘ Rabdologiae ’ as numeration 
by little rods. These rods, being usually made of bone or ivory, were familiarly 
called Napier’s bones. By means of them multiplication and division could be 
performed. The extraction of the square and cube root could also be performed by 
their help, in conjunction with two larger rods. In the appendix “‘ de expeditissimo 
Multiplicationis Promptuario’”’ he explains another invention for the performance 
of multiplication and division by means of metal plates arranged in a box. This is 
the earliest known attempt at the invention of a calculating machine. In his ‘“ Local 
Arithmetic’’ he describes how multiplication and division, and even extraction of 
roots, may be performed on a chess board by the movement of counters.

The School of Salerna was founded in the early part of the 11th century and 
was an offshot of the Monastry of the Benedictine Order, which at that time was 
the seat of the learning of the World. The King of Sicily in 1137 enacted a law 
that all who desired to practice medecine must be examined and approved by this 
School.

In 1612, on the formation of the East India Company into a joint-stock 
business, Woodall was appointed its first surgeon-general, and continued in office 
for nearly thirty years. He at once drew up regulations for their surgeons, and 
exact lists of instruments and remedies for their chests, and in 1617 published; 
chiefly for their use and that of surgeons in the king’s service, ‘‘The Surgion’s 
Mate.” Woodall’s works show considerable power of observation, and indicate a 
strong desire to extend the practice of his art within the domain of pure medecine. 
His works are interspersed with his own English verse.

Gabriel Harvey (1545-1630) was the intimate friend of Edmund Spenser. He 
is claimed to be the father of the English hexameter. His friend Spenser has im- 
mortalised him in his ‘‘ Shepheard’s Calendar ’’ under the name of Hobbinol. 


_ An overweening estimate of his own attainments and abilities, conjoined with 
disappointed ambition, seems to have rendered Harvey singularly sensitive and 
quarrelsome ; and to his contemporaries he was best known by the scurrilous paper

warfare in which he became involved with the writers Nashe and Greene. 


had been exasperated by contemptuous references made to himself and his friends 
in the writings of Gabriel’s brother Richard, and he retaliated in his ‘‘ Quippe for 
an upstart Courtier,’’ by calling attention to the Harvey’s humble parentage, and 
by offensive references to their father’s trade as a ropemaker. The most galling of 
these allusions is lost to us, for it was expunged in all the extant editions of 
Greene’s pasquinade. Harvey was incensed beyond measure, and in his ‘‘ Foure 
Letters’ (1592) assailed Greene, whose character was sufficiently open to attack, 
with unsparing acrimony and vituperation. Harvey appended some English verses, 
including Spenser’s noble sonnet addressed to himself. Even after Greene’s early 
and pitiable end in September, 1592, he did not desist from endeavouring to blacken 
his memory, and then it was that Nashe entered the lists against Harvey in de- 
fence of his late friend, displaying a power of sarcasm and invective, in the 
presence of which the haughty scholar found himself completely overmatched. 
In his ‘Strange News’ (1593) he addresses Harvey as “a filthy vain foole”’ ; 
proclaims ‘‘ open warres’’ upon both him and his brother Richard; ridicules his 
claim to be the first inventor of the English hexameter; and declares that he saw 
his name ‘‘ cut with a knife in a wall of the Fleet’? when he went to visit a friend 
there. Harvey replied in his ‘“‘ Pierce’s Supererogation,’’ taking Nashe’s criticisms 
on the ‘‘Foure Letters’’ seriatim, and vindicating himself from the latter’s 
charges. Nashe, who at this stage appears to have been becoming heartily ashamed 
and weary of the controversy, now sought to bring it to an end by making a formal 
and graceful apology in an epistle prefixed to his ‘‘Christes Teares over Jerusalem”’ 
(1593), and frankly admitting Harvey’s ‘‘ abundant schollarship, courteous well 
gouerned behaviour, and ripe experienst judgement.’”? Even this, however, failed 
to appease his antagonist, and Harvey returned to the attack in his ‘‘ New Letter 
of Notable Contents.’ To this Nashe rejoined in a new epistle prefixed to a new 
edition of ‘‘Christes Teares,’? in which he withdrew his former apology, and 
retorted on Harvey in the severest terms. In 1596, hearing that Harvey was 
boasting of having silenced him, he published his famous satire, ‘‘ Have with you 
to Saffron Walden,’ which he dedicated by way of a farce to “ Richard Lichfield, 
barber of Trinity College, Cambridge’”’; and to this Harvey once more rejoined 
in his ‘Trimming of Thomas Nashe’’ (1597). The scandal had, however, now 


reached a climax, and in 1599 it was ordered by authority ‘‘ that all Nashes bookes 
and Dr. Harvey’s bookes be taken wheresoever they may be found, and that none 


of the same bookes be ever printed hereafter.’’—D.N.B.

After Shakespeare, the greatest English poet. Macaulay speaks of him as “ the 
poet, the statesman, the philosopher, the glory of English literature, the champion 
and the martyr of English liberty.” 


John Milton was born in Bread Street, Cheapside, on December 9, 1608, the 
son of a prosperous scrivener, a Puritan, but a musical composer. At St. Paul's 
School he distinguished himself as a scholar and poet. In 1625 he entered Christ's 
College, Cambridge, proceeding M.A. in 1632. Hts poetical genius had already been 
attested by the noble “ Hymn on the Nativity” and “ At a Solemn Music,” as well 
as much admirable Latin verse; and at Horton he produced the “ Allegro” and the 
“ Penseroso,’ “ Comus,” and “ Lycidas.”’ In 1638-39 he paid a fifteen months’ visit 
to Italy, where he was cordially recewed by the Italian literatt. The Civil War long 
silenced his muse, except for an occasional sonnet. The tracts which he poured 
forth during that period are as truly lyrical inspirations as any of his poems. In 
1645 he published his most famous prose-work, “ Areopagitica.” Hus defence of the 
execution of Charles I (Jan., 1649), “ The Tenure of Kings,” was followed by his 
appointment as “ Secretary of Foreign Tongues.” His “ Pro Populo Anglicano 
Defensio”’ (1651), in reply to Salmasius, made him famous all over Europe, but cost 
him his eyesight. 

The Restoration drove him into hiding, for few had more bitterly exasperated 
the Royalist party. The “ Defensio”’ was burnt by the hangman. 


“ Paradise Lost’”’ was probably commenced some time before the Restoration, 
and completed about 1663, though not published till 1667. “ Paradise Regained” 
and “ Samson Agonistes” followed, the latter a splendid lament over the author's 
forlorn old age and the apostasy, as he deemed it, of his nation. He died November 
8, 1674, and was buried in St. Giles’s, Cripplegate.

In 1645 Wishart joined the Royalist army at Bothwell, and was appointed 
chaplain to Montrose, then Governor-General of Scotland. From this time he was 
constantly with the army, and his narrative of the campaign is that of an eye- 
witness. After the decisive battle of Philiphaugh he accompanied the remnant of 
the troops and shared in the dangers of Montrose’s flight. Wishart remained with 
Montrose during his wanderings in Europe, and at length reached the Hague, 
where the story of the campaign of 1644-6 was written by him. ‘‘ As he was led 
forth,’” Hume says, speaking of the execution of Montrose, ‘‘ they made yet one 
effort more to insult him in this last and melancholy scene; the executioner 
brought the book which had been published in elegant Latin, of his great military 
actions, and tied it by a cord about his neck.’

Thomas Weelkes, musician, was probably born between 1570 and 1580, as in 
his first publication in 1597, he speaks of ‘‘ the first-fruicts of my barren ground,”’

and alludes to his ‘‘ unripened years.’ Soon afterwards he became organist of 
Winchester College, proceeding later to New College, Oxford. He was admitted 
Mus. Bac. in 1602, Subsequently he became organist of Chichester Cathedral. 


He died about 1640. Many of his madrigals were constantly reprinted in popular 


collections during the 18th and 19th centuries. 


Thomas Watson, poet, was born in London about 1557. After a varied 
career, he identified himself with the profession of letters and became a prominent 
ficure in the literary society of London. He was on intimate terms with John 
Lyly, Nash, Gabriel Harvey, Sir Francis Walsingham, Sir Philip Sidney, and 
other outstanding persons of the time. He was deeply interested in music, and 
was on terms of intimacy with the chief musicians of the day. Watson was the 
first Enclish writer of sonnets after Surrey and Wyatt, and his sonnets were 
closely studied by Shakespeare and other contemporaries. Watson died in 1592. 

John Wilbye, musician, was born about 1572. Nothing is known of him 
until the publication of his first set of madrigals in 1598, dedicated to Sir Charles 
Cavendish. His second set appeared in 1608, with a dedication to Lady ‘ Ar- 
bella’? Stuart. Wilbye is generally regarded as the greatest of English madrigal 
composers. His two sets contain sixty-four pieces, almost every one being of the 
highest beauty. Nagel describes Wilbye’s madrigals as “almost all model works, 
whose part-writing is always interesting, whose harmonic colouring is of the most 
pleasing variety’’; and praises the themes for their inherent beauty and suit- 
ableness of the words. He died in 1614. |

George Sinclair, Professor of Philosophy and Mathematics at Glasgow, was 
one of the first in Scotland who devoted attention to the study of physics, then 
held, as he laments, of little account. In 1665 he was associated with an unnamed 
experimenter, probably Maule of Belgium, the inventor of the diving-bell, in 
using the new invention in exploring the contents of the ship Florida, a relic 
of the Armada, wrecked on the Isle of Mull. ; 

Sinclair was also one of the first in Scotland to utilise the barometer, which he 
styled the baroscope, as a means of measuring altitudes and also the depth of 
mines, although he based his calculations on erroneous principles.

This, Neville’s chief work, was an account in Latin of Kett’s rebellion in 
1549. To it was appended a description of Norwich and its antiquities, together 
with a list of the Mayors and Sheriffs of the city. A passage on p. 182 incidentally 
spoke of the laziness of the Welsh levies who had taken part in the suppression of 
Kett’s rebellion, and compared the Welsh soldiers with sheep. Offence was taken 
by the government to this sneer, and a new edition was at once issued with the 
offensive sentences omitted. Also contains dedications to Matthew Parker, under 
whose guidance the work was undertaken; and to Edmund Archbishop of York. 

Hunter cites this work in his ‘‘ New Illustrations’? of Shakespeare’s King 
Henry VI., Part Il. He writes :— 

‘¢ Both Milton and Shakespeare have followed the common voice in using this 
term, ‘Clouted brogues,’ to indicate the rustic people. Thus in Kett’s rebellion, 
someone had the art to disperse the following couplet among the rebellious people, 
and thus did something to bring the movement to an end :— 

‘“The cuntry gnoofes, Hob, Dick, and Hick, with clubs and Clouted shoon, 

Shall fill up Duffyn dale with slaughtered bodies soon.”’

He conducted, under torture, the examination of Alexander Briant, seminary 
priest, and was credited with the cruel boast that he had ‘‘ stretched him on the 
rack a foot longer than God had made him.’’ He complained to Walsingham that 
he was consequently nicknamed ‘¢ Rackmaster-General,’’ and explained, not very 
satisfactorily, that it was before, and not after, the rack had been applied to 
Briant that he had used the remark attributed to him. In July, Norton subjected 
to like usage Thomas Myagh, an Irishman, who had already suffered the milder 
torments of Skevington’s irons, without admitting his guilt. Edmund Campion, 
the jesuit, and other prisoners in the Tower were handed over to receive similar 
mercies at Norton’s hands later in the year.

Celebrated dramatist. According to Oliver Goldsmith, “ next to Shakespeare, 
the greatest genius England ever produced in tragedy.” 


Thomas Otway was born at Trotton in Sussex, March 3, 1652, and from Win- 
chester passed in 1669 to Christ Church C ollege, Oxford. He quitted the university 
without a degree in 1672, attempted actin g, but failed, and then took to play-writin g. 
Fle made a fair hit with his first piece, “ Alcibiades” (1675). In 1676 Betterton 
accepted his ‘“ Don Carlos,” a good tragedy in rhyme. He made translations from 
Racine and Moliere, and in 1678-79 went soldierin gin France. The year 1680 yielded 
two tragedtes, ‘“ The Orphan”’ and “ Caius Marius,’ and his one important poem, 
“ The Poet's Complaint of his Muse.” His greatest work, “ Venice Preserved, or 
A Plot Discovered” (1682), is a noble masterpiece of tragic passion. From this time 
he sinks out of sight, drowned in dissipation, debt, and misery. He reappears again 
in 1684 with “ The Atheist,” and in 1685 with “ Windsor Castle,” a poem addressed 
to James II. He wore out his wasted life in abject misery in a sponging house or 
tavern on Tower Hull, and there died April 14, 1685. “ Venice Preserved,” which 
Mr. Gosse, like most critics, has passed as “ simply the greatest tragic drama between 


Shakespeare and Shelley,” excited keen interest in French, Dutch, German, Russian, 
and Italian versions.

. This first translation of Ovid’s ‘‘ Metamorphoses’’ was completed by Sandys 
while in America, He was one of the undertakers named in the third Virginia 


Charter of 1611. Upon Sandys’ return to England he became the Lendon Agent 


for Virginia. 

Sandys’ rendering of Ovid’s ‘‘ Metamorphoses ”’ has chiefly preserved his name 
in literary circles. A. writer in ‘‘ Wits Recreations ’”’ congratulated Ovid on ‘* the 
sumptuous bravery of that rich attire,’’ in which Sandys had clad the Latin poet’s 
work. He followed his text closely, and managed to compress his rendering into 
the same number of lines ag the original—a feat involving some injury to the 
poetic quality and intelligibility of the English. But Sandys possessed exceptional 
metrical dexterity, and the refinement with which he handled the couplet entitles 
him to a place beside Denham and Waller. In a larger measure than either of 
them, he probably helped to develop the capacity of heroic rhyme. He was almost 
the first writer to vary the caesura efficiently, and by adroitly balancing one coup- 
let against another, he anticipated some of the effects which Dryden and Pope 
brought to perfection. Both Dryden and Pope read Sandys’ Ovid in boyhood. 
Dryden in later life, on the ground that Sandys’ literal method of translation 
obscured his meaning, designed a new translation of the ‘‘ Metamorphoses,’’ which 
Sir Samuel Garth completed and published in 1717. Pope, who liked Sandys’ Ovid 
‘extremely,’ in very early life tried his hand on the same theme, but subse- 
quently ridiculed Garth’s efforts to supercede the older translator in a ballad called 
‘Sandys’ Ghost,’? or the proper New Ballad on the New Ovid’s ‘‘ Metamor-

William Perkins, theological writer, was one of the most important religious 
reformers of Shakespeare’s day. In ‘‘ Shakespeare’s England’’ he is referred to 
as follows: ‘‘ At the end of the century the great popularity of the Cambridge | 
preacher, William Perkins, fully maintained the Calvinist tradition. Perkins 
united scholastic method with simplicity and fervour, and his heavy tomes were 
continually reprinted.”’ 

William Perkins was born in Bulkington in Warwickshire in 1558. His 
early career gave no promise of future eminence; he was noted for drunkenness. 
In 1584, however, he was elected a fellow of Christ’s College, Cambridge, and 
began to be widely known as a singularly earnest and effective preacher. He 
was noted for his outspoken resistance to all that savoured of Roman usage in 
the matter of ritual. His ‘‘ Armilla Aurea’’ excited vehement opposition owing 
to its unflinching Calvanism, and according to Heylin, was the occasion of William 
Barret’s violent attack on the calvinistic tenets from the pulpit of St. Mary’s. 
Perkins died in 1602. As a writer he continued to be studied throughout the 17th 
century as an authority but little inferior to Hooker or Calvin.

Ponet was a great preacher, and had a wide range of acquirements, knowing 
mathematics, astronomy, German, and Italian, besides being a good classical 
scholar and a theologian. In Lent, 1550, he preached the Friday sermons before 
Hdward VI., and on June 6, 1550, he was appointed Bishop of Rochester. He was 
the first Bishop consecrated, according to the new ordinal. He was the last Bishop 
who was allowed to hold with his See his other preferments; and there was some 
reason for the permission in his case, in that there was no palace for the bishop 
when he was consecrated. On Jan. 18, 1550-1, he was appointed one of the thirty- 
one commissioners to ‘‘ correct and punish all anabaptists, and such as did not 
duly administer the sacraments according to the Book of Common Prayer.’’

“ Pope, the prince of lyric poetry, unrivalled in satire, ethicks, and polished 
versification.”’—Smollet. Nothing in the English language can be more perfect 
than the terseness, elegance, and condensation of his sentiments, diction, and rhyme. 
No poet ever enjoyed greater popularity, or had more influence on the taste of his 
age. 

Alexander Pope was born in London, 21st May, 1688. His education was un- 
methodical and imperfect to the last degree. At twelve he wrote his ‘ Ode on 
Solitude,’ a not unpromising performance. Hts “ Pastorals’ (1709) were highly 
commended by the leading critics of the day, and his ‘ Essay on Criticism’ (1711) 
placed him 1n the front rank of men of letters of his time. ‘ Windsor Forest’ (1713) 
was succeeded by the poem on which Pope’s claim to the gift of poetic imagination 
and delicate. fancy may be most securely rested, the ‘ Rape of the Lock’ (1714). 
Fortune, as well as fame, was secured by the translation of the ‘Ilad’ (1713-20). 
In 1718 he purchased the famous villa and grounds at Twickenham, which he occu- 
pied till his death. In 1727-32 a collection of ‘ Miscellanies’ appeared, from the 
joint-authorship of Pope and Swift. The furious and scurrilous retorts wrung from 
the persons ridiculed in the third volume elicited the first three books of the ‘ Dun- 
ciad’ (1728). The ‘ Essay on Man’ (1733), the ‘ Moral Essays,’ and ‘ Imitations of 
Horace’ conclude the catalogue of Pope’s poetical works. He died 30th May, 1744, 
and was buried at Twickenham. Hts vanity was insatiable, and his vindictiveness 
came near to be so. He showed an extraordinary preference for the crooked to the 
straight path, and much of his time was occupied in laying elaborate plots for the 
deception of posterity and his contemporary public; but he was undoubtedly capable 
of warm attachment, and his disposition when appealed to by the sight of want or 
suffering was genuinely benevolent. |

“ Prior's poetry” says Thackeray “ seems to me to be amongst the easiest, the 
richest, the most charmingly humorous of English lyrical poems.” Hs verses are 
full of wit, grace, neatness, and finish; he survives mainly by his purely playful 
efforts, his lyrics and his epigrams, not a few of which are unsurpassable. 

Matthew Prior was born 21st July, 1664, probably at Wimborne. He was sent 
to Westminster, but on his father’s death had to turn bookkeeper to his Uncle, a 
vintner. Later he returned to Westminster, and subsequently obtained a scholar- 
ship at St. John’s, Cambridge. In 1687 with Charles Montagu he parodied Dry- 
den’s “ Hind and the Panther’ as the ‘ Country-mouse and the City-mouse.’ In 
1688 Prior obtained a fellowship, and his composition of the yearly college tribute 
to the Exeter family led to his becoming tutor to Lord Exeter's sons. At twenty-six 
he was made secretary to the Ambassador at the Hague, where he found special 
favour with King Willam. In 1698 he was secretary to the Paris embassy and in 
1699 under-secretary of state, succeeding Locke as commissioner of trade and plan- 
tations in 1700. Im 1701 he entered parliament for East Grinstead. Under Anne 
he joined the Tortes, and in 1712 went to Paris as Ambassador; but after the queen’s 
death was impeached and imprisoned (1715). The remainder of his life was passed 
chiefly at his country-house, Down-Hall, in Essex.

In the address ‘‘ To the Christian Reader ’’ he writes: ‘ Shackspeers Plais are 
printed on the best crowne paper, far better than most Bibles.’ 
Prynne was only thirty- three when, in 1633, he published his Histriomastix ; 
the Player’s Scourge. His labour had taken him seven vears, nor was it the 
fr st work of his that had attracted the notice of authority. Ina thousand closely 
printed pages, he argued, by an appeal to fifty-five councils, seventy-one fathers and 
Christian writers, one hundred and fifty Protestant and Catholic authors, and forty 
heathenish, were ‘‘ intolerable mischiefs to churches, to republics, to the manners, 
minds, and souls of men.’ Little as we think so now, this opinion, which was 
afterwards also Defoe’ s, was not without justification in those days. But Prynne’s 
crusade did not stop at theatres; and Heylin’s account reveals the feeling of con- 
temporaries: ‘‘ Neither the hospitality of the gentry in the time of Christmas, nor 
the music in cathedrals and the chapels royal, nor the pomps and gallantries of the 
Court, nor the Queen’s harmless recreations, nor the King’s solacing himself some- 
times in -masques and dances, could escape the venom of his pen. He seemed to 
breathe nothing but disgrace "to the nation, infamy to the Church, reproaches to 
the Court, dishonour to the Queen.’’ For his remarks against female actors were 
thought to be aimed at Henrietta Maria, though the pastor al in which she took part 
was posterior by six weeks to the publication of the book! The four legal societies 
‘presented their Majesties with a pompous and magnificent masque, to let them 
see that Prynne’s leaven had not scoured them all, and that they were not poisoned 
with the same infection.’ 
. This surely might have been enough; but by the time the matter had come 
_ before the Star Chamber, Laud had succeeded Abbot (with whom Prynne was. on 
friendly terms) as Archbishop of Canterbury (August, 1633); and Laud was in 
favour of rigorous measures. So was Lord Dorset, ‘and Lord Cottington, Chancellor 
_ of the Exchequer, whose judgment is of importance as showing that this was really 
' oer occasion when the hangman’s services were called in aid of the suppression 
_ of books :— 
‘JT do in the first place begin censure with his book. I condemn it to be burnt

the road as a beggar, and to bring himself into more prominence passed himself off 
as a Japanese and later as an inhabitant of Formosa. He invented an elaborate 
alphabet and grammar (illustrated in this work) and a worship of his own. Later 
he was baptised as a Protestant and came to England, where he was able to deceive 
nearly everyone. This work was written to improve his position, and gives an 
account of Formosa drawn largely from his imagination, and an account of his 
travels and reception in England. 

In this work, which was published after the author’s death, Psalmanazar tells 
the story of his imposture and of his early struggles. Later on in his life Psal- 
manazar bore an irreproachable character, and became a close friend of Dr. Samuel 
Johnson, who is supposed to have helped in the composition of this work.

The Psalter is of special interest on account of its having become, some 
years after it was composed, the property of Edmund Audley, who was Bishop of 
Salisbury, from 1502-1504. An inscription on the first of a few extra end leaves 
records that the Psalter was given by the Bishop to his niece, Anne Audley, a Nun 
at Shaftesbury, where there was a very celebrated Benedictine Convent. She has 
signed her name below a prayer at the beginning. 


The initial letter of each Psalm is illuminated in red, blue, and gold, with 
ornamental foliation in the margins. The beginning of each section igs very 
elaborately decorated. The large initial is of different shades of red and blue, 
relieved with white, upon a gold background, and contains a painted miniature 
generally referring to some subject in the Psalm. That to Psalm 69 is particularly 
remarkable, depicting David with nothing on but a crown, standing in the water. 
Besides the initial the whole page is surrounded with an elaborate foliate border 
in red, blue, green, and gold. 


The Kalendar, a quire of six leaves, is beautifully written in a very minute 
hand. At the end of the text, and at the foot of the third leaf of the Kalendar, 
is written the word ‘“‘ Loth.’’ From its position at the end of the text it would 
appear to be the name of the Scribe. Three extra leaves at the beginning and 
three at the end contain the Athanasian Creed, and various prayers, in a slightly 
later hand.

An endeavour to enforce the use of the Prayer Book and make the Puritans 
conform to the beliefs and practices of the Established Church. Proclamations of 
this nature led finally to the severence of the Anglican and Dissenting Churches, 
and indirectly to the puritan colonisation of America. 


‘¢ Although it cannot be unknowen to our subiects by the former Declarations 
Wee have published what our purposes and proceedings have been in the matters 
of Religion since our coming to this Crowne: Yet the same being now by us reduced 
to a settled Forme, Wee have occasion to repeat some what of that which hath 


passed. . . . to settle the affaires of Religion, and the Service of God before 
their owne. . . . Some of those who misliked the state of Religion here estab- 
lished, . . . began such proceedings as did rather raise a scandal in the Church, 


then take offence away. For both they used Formes of publique serving of God 
not here allowed, held assemblies without Authoritie, and did other things carying 
a very apparent shew of sedition. . . .

A VERY IMPORTANT PROCLAMATION issued by James I in 
an endeavour to make the Puritan Clergy conform to the tenets 


of the established Church. 


The direct result was the final breaking away of the puritan 
element from the State Church, and led to the sailing of the 
‘’ Mayflower ”’ and the puritan colonisation of America.

In 1603 the condition of the puritans was forced on James’s attention. On 
his progress from Scotland the so-called Millenary Petition was presented to him, 
asking, not for permission to hold separate worship, but for such a permissive 
modification in the services of the Church as might enable puritan ministers to 
comply with their obligations without offending their consciences. James was at 
first leniently disposed towards them, but finally his old antagonism with the 
Scottish clergy influenced his mind, with the result that the above proclamation, 
compelling conformity, was issued. It marks the complete severance of the puritan 
element from the established church. The desire of the puritans to worship accord- 
ing to their own beliefs led finally to their leaving England for America. The 
sailing of the ‘‘Mayflower’’ in 1620 was indirectly the outcome of this proclamation. 


‘<The Care which Wee have had, and Paines which wee have taken to settle 
the Affaires of this Church of England in an Uniformitie as well as Doctrine, as of 
Government, both of them agreeable to the Word of God, the Doctrine of the 
Primitive Church, and the Lawes heretofore established for those matters in this 
Realme, may sufficiently appeare by our former Actions. . . . Not withstanding, 
at the late Assembly of our Parliament, there wanted not many that renewed with 
no little earnestnesse the Questions before. determined, and many more as well about 
the Booke_of Common Prayer, as other matters of Church Government, and im- 
portuned Us for our Assent to many Alterations therein. . . . Wee have thought 
good once againe to give notice thereof to all our Subiects, by publike Declaration, 
: and consequently to admonish them in general to conforme themselves there- 
unto; without listening to the troublesome spirits of some Persons, who never 
receive contentment, either in Civill, or Ecclesiastical matters, but in their own 
fantasies, especially of certaine Ministers, who under pretended Zeale of Refor- 
mation, are the chiefe Authors of Divisions and Sects among our people.’’ Etc., etc.

This is therefore to require in His Majesties name that presently you 
repaire unto the printer of the said booke as also unto all other stationers and 
Booksellers which have any of them in their custodie and that you doe take them 
in and with all convenient speed that may be, cause them to be brought to me or 
to the Lord Mayor of London. Lambeth, 22nd December, 1614.”’

A man of strong natural parts, and a fine poetical genius, of which his cele- 
brated pastoral, “ The Gentle Shepherd,” will ever remain a substantial monument. 
Robert Burns speaks of it as the “ most glorious poem ever written.” He merits a 
place in Scottish poetic history little behind that of the greatest makers, Barbour, 
Henryson, Dunbar, Lyndsay, and Burns. 


Allan Ramsay was born at Leadhills, Lanarkshire, October 15, 1686. His 
father was manager of Lord Hopetoun’s mines there. At fourteen he was appren- 
ticed to a wigmaker in Edinburgh, and followed the calling until his thirtieth year, 
by which time he had become well-known as a poet, having issued several short 
humorous satires printed as broadsides. He had also written (1716-18) two addt- 
tional cantos to the old Scots poem, “ Christ's Kirk on the Green,” felicitous pictures 
of rustic life and broad humour. Ramsay in 1726 commenced business as a book- 
seller, later adding a circulating library—the first in Scotland. He was eminently . 
prosperous, and in 1740 built himself a quaint house on the Castle Hill, where he 
died 7th January, 1758.

Ruggle’s Latin comedy was suggested by Giambattista Porta’s ‘‘ Trappolaria,”’ 
but was certainly no slavish imitation of the Italian piece. It was devised as a 
satire on lawyers, Ruggle’s hero, the lawyer Ignoramus, is intended to represent 
the recorder of Cambridge, Francis Brakin. The comedy was performed before 
James I in 1615. John Chamberlain, the letter-writer, reported that ‘‘ the thing 
was full of mirth and variety, with many excellent actors.”’ Further, Chamberlain 
writes, ‘‘ the piece hath so nettled the lawyers that they are almost out of patience.”’

by his intercourse with Fra Paolo Sarpi, who subsequently translated it into Italian. 
Its tone is remarkably tolerant for the time, Sandys finding good points even in 
Roman Catholics. It was printed, without the author’s consent, from a stolen 
copy of the manuscript, and Sandys is said to have procured an order of the high 
commission condemning it to be burnt.

Sir Edwin Sandys was treasurer of the Virginia Company, and was chiefly 
instrumental in a charter being granted to the puritans.

been specially adorned; the engraved backgrounds and parts of 
the costumes have been removed and in their places have been 
substituted coloured silk and brocades, heightened with gold, 
thus dressing the effigies of the Royal Stuarts in their actual cos- 
tumes. There are 3 portraits of James I of Scotland; 2 of James 
1; 3 of James Ill; 4 of James IV; 1 of James V; 4 of Mary 
Queen of Scots, and 3 of James VI. 

These portraits are mounted on 2a leaves of paper, which 
have on their reverse an interesting Manuscript Chronology of 
events from 1566 to 1619 (written in the early years of the 17th 
Century). This chronology refers to admissions of Lords of 
Session and Lords Advocates, official appointments, births, 
bapusms, and deaths of Royal and exalted personages, remark- 
able occurrences and other noteworthy events. The first entry 
records the murder of Darnley at Kirk of Field, the next the 
baptism of James VI, others the departure of Prince Henry for 
London, the death of Queen Elizabeth, and so on. 

The volume is thick small folio in size, and is bound in calf 
with the Royal Arms of King James on sides in gold (with the 
quartering of Scotland first), and with the Royal initials “ JR.”

A most unusual example from the Royal Library of James VIth of Scotland 
and Ist of England. It is a well-known fact that James was accustomed to pass 
his leisure hours in cutting up books for their engravings, and making scrap- 
books, ete. This volume therefore is most probably one which the King himself 
has enriched with his own portraits, those of his Mother. Mary Queen of Scots, 
and of his ancestors, and adorned them by his own hands. 

In 1699 the volume was in the possession of James Lord Drummond, and 
contains his Autograph : — 

‘“This book I got from Mr. English Drummond.’’ 
August 22, 1699. 

This Lord Drummond was the son of the 4th Earl of Perth (created Duke of 
Perth by James IJ.). He was attainted in 1715 and died at Paris in 1730. Tts 
later owners were the Lords Melville, in whose possession it has been for over a 
century. 

The 1597 Acts lack one or two of the preliminary leaves, but four of these 
leaves are in Contemporary Manuscript. 

The 1611 Acts lack title, and the 1621 the last leaf, 

It is interesting to note that the ‘‘ Acts of 1617” are of excessive rarity. 
Only one other copy besides ours being known, viz., that in the British Museum.

John Selden, sometimes styled ‘‘ The great dictator of learning of the 
english nation,’ and pronounced by Grotius, his antagonist, to be the glory 
of it, was a man of as extensive and profound knowledge as any of his age. 
Like a man of genius, he was not content with walking in the beaten track of 
learning, but was for striking out new paths, and enlarging the territories of 
SC1ENCE. 

Selden was born a wandering minstrel’s son at Salvington near Worthing, 
102i Dec. 1584. He studied at Oxford for three years, and then removed to 
London to study law. As a conveyancer and chamber-counsel he acquired 
wealth, yet found time for profound and wide study. In 1610 appeared his 
 Duello, or Single Combat’’; his ‘‘ Titles of Honour’? (1614) is still an 
authority. “‘ Analecton Anglo-Britannicon’’ (1618) dealt with the civil 
government of Britain previous to the Norman Conquest. His “ ilestory: oF 
Twthes’’ (1618), demolishing the “ divine right,” brought upon his head the 
fulminations of the clergy, and was suppressed by the Privy-Council. In 
1621 he was imprisoned for advising parliament. to repudiate King James’s 
doctrine that their privileges were originally royal grants; in 1623 ke was 
elected member for Lancaster. In 1628 he helped to draw up the Petition of 
Right, and the year after. was committed to the Tower. 1635 saw the publi- 
cation of ““ Mare Clausum,” with dedication to the King. In 1640 he entered 
the Long Parliament for Oxford University. After the execution of Charles 
l., which he disapproved, he took little share in public matters. He died at 
Whitefriars, 30th November, 1654, and was buried in the T emple Church. 


Most valuable of his posthumous works is his “ Table-talk”? published in 
1680.

that as it will, he certainly was a Thief from the time he was first capable of dis- 
tinguishing any thing; and_ therefore it is immaterial what Articles he dealt in. 
I say, my Father and his Friends made a sudden and violent Intimacy with this 
Man, who, seeing that they were negligent careless People, took the first 
opportunity that presented itself to rob them of every thing he could lay his 
Hands, on, and the better to conceal his theft, he told them, with an affected 
Concern, that one Misfortune never comes alone—that they had been actually 
informed against, as Persons concerned in an assassination Plot, now secretly 
carrying on by Mary Queen of Scots against the Queen of England, that he knew 
their Innocence, but they must not depend upon that—nothing but quitting the 
Country could save them.

As a novelist he stands among the British classics, probably unsurpassed in his 


own region—an amusing delineation of the stronger humours and absurdities of 
character. 


Tobias George Smollett was born in 1721. He was sent to Dumbarton gram- 
mar-school and Glasgow College, served an apprenticeship to a doctor-apothecary, 
and in 1739 went up to London with a tragedy, ““ The Regicide,’”’ but failed to get 
it put on the stage. As a naval surgeon’s mate he took part in the unfortunate expedt- 
tion to Carthagena in 1741; in 1744 he tried medical practice in London. In 1746 he 
wrote ““ The Tears of Scotland,’ and in 1747 married a Jamaica heiress, Anne 
Lascelles. “ The Adventures of Roderick Random (1748) appeared anonymously, 
and was a great hit, as also was ““ The Adventures of Peregrine Pickle’ (1751). 
After an attempt to set up at Bath as a practitioner, he returned to London to live 
by his pen. He published “ Ferdinand, Count Fathom (1753), and a translation of 
“ Don Quixote” (1755), 1n 1756 became editor of the Tory “ Critical Review,’ and 
in 1756-7 wrote his “ History of England ’’—an effort that broke down his health. 
“The Adventures of Sir Launcelot Greaves appeared in the “ British Magazine” 
(1760-61), and was published separately in 1762. After spending two years on the 
continent, he brought out in 1766 his “ Travels through France and Italy.” The 
last and best of his novels, ““ The Expedition of Humphrey Clinker,” appeared in 


1771. On Sept. 17th of the same year, he died at Leghorn, and was buried in the 
English cemetery.

This work is of considerable Shakespearean interest, being referred to exten- 
sively in Shakespear’s England under the heading ‘‘ Armour and Weapons.”’ :— 

‘‘In considering the armour and weapons of Shakespeare’s time we should 
first endeavour to discover what opportunities the poet had for seeing any of 
them, remembering always that, except for pageants and the tilt-yard, armour was 
fast disappearing. 

‘‘ The stirring passage in the chorus to Act II. of ‘King Henry V.’ seems to 
breathe the spirit of the general feeling of those days. That scene he may have 
beheld as a spectator, or perhaps as an actor in the great national movement. If 
he were one of those there encamped, he would have experienced the hardships and 
discomforts so fully spoken of by; that great military reformer, Sir John Smythe, 
who for his pains in advocating reforms, was sent to prison. The bad quality and 
fit of the armour supplied to the forces of the Crown was an old story. 

‘¢In 1590, Sir John Smythe, speaking of the musters of 1587 and 1588 of the 
Essex Regiment, while admitting that he had found some good old armour amongst 
them, complained that many of the ordinary corselets had great imperfections in 
the shallowness of the burgonets (head-pieces), the straightness of the collors 
(gorgets), and the lack of compass in the pauldrons (shoulder defences). These 
and other faults of construction and material made the armour (much of which 
was imported) ‘unfit for the soldiers, with ease to fetch their breaths, and to 
march in,’ and ‘much armour unfit and uneasy to fight it.’ ”’

The Covenant or 
League between England and Scotland (the preceding one modified), solemnly 
adopted by the Parliament, 25 Sept., 1643; was accepted by Charles II. 16 Aug., 
1650, but repudiated by him on his restoration in 1661, when it was declared to 
be illegal by Parliament, and copies of it ordered to be burnt. ;

This important English manuscript on the Hunting Laws of the Forest 
is one of the earliest known, and it pre-dates by 36 years the treatise published by 
Manwood. It is evidently the work of John Thatcher. 
The book is divided into chapters : — 
FOREST. What thing dothe make a forest,'and how a forest is made, what thinges 
be incident to a forest, who maie have a forest, and what difference is betwene 
a forest, chase, warren, and park: 
“The forest is a place fytt for wylde beastes in the protection of ye king 
for ye pleasure and sporte of ye same, and not for all beastes, but for beastes 
belonging to the wood, that is to saie: for hawks, males and females, deer, 
sanglier, wilde hogge, wilde bulles, and lyen, wilde beares, and haires, wilde 
ratte, foxes, wolfes, squirrelle, and for all other beastes of venery and vermyns 
of chase.

He excelled as a satirist, 
and a storyteller. He had a wide knowledge of the world, and considerable dramatic 
skill.

Sir Richard Steele was born in Dublin in March, 1672, the son of an attorney. 
He was educated at the Charterhouse (1684), where Addison was his schoolfellow, 
and whence tn 1690 he went up to Oxford. At college he dabbled in verse, and in 
1695 published “ The Procession,” an elegy on Queen Mary. In 1700 he severely 
wounded an Irishman in a duel; and a strange outcome of this was his devotional 
manual, “ The Christian Hero” (1701). In 1707 he was appointed by Harley to 
the post of Gazetteer with {300 a year. On 12th April, 1709, appeared the first 
number of the tri-weekly “ Tatler,’ which was continued until January, 1711. It 
was succeeded by the more famous “ Spectator,” which ceased 6th December, 17a, 
and was in its turn followed by the “ Guardian.” In all these enterprises Steele 
enjoyed the aid of his old friend Addison. For some time he was engaged in 
controversy with Swift. He entered Parliament for Stockbridge, dropping the 
“ Guardian” for the professedly political “ Englishman.” In 1714 he was im- 
peached for seditious utterances in the “ Crisis,’ and expelled from the House.

No novelist has surpassed Sterne in the vividness of his descriptions, none have 
eclipsed him in the art of selecting and grouping the details of his finished scenes. 
His Humour 1s not only very different from that of Fielding and Smollett, but 1s 
something unique in English literature. He was one of the most original geniuses 
that England has produced. 

Laurence Sterne was born at Clonmel, 24th November, 1712. Al eignicen, 
after a wandering life, he entered Jesus College, Cambridge, as a sizar. In 1736, 
now B.A., he went to York, where his uncle, Dr. Jacques Sterne, was archdeacon; 
and, taking priest’s orders in 1738, he became vicar of Sutton-on-the-Forest and a 
prebendary of York.

His health had long been failing, and 
now completely broke down, and he died in London on 18th March, 1768.

This is the preliminary to the famous trial of the Earl of Strafford, which 
ended with his execution on the 12th of May, 1641. 


On November 11th, 1640, whether in consequence of Charles’s indecision, or 
because it was intended to seize the leaders before the accusation was brought, 
Strafford appeared in the House of Lords, but soon left without uttering a word. 
On 25th November the above preliminary charge against him was brought up by the 
Commons, on which the Lords committed him to the Tower. In the first article 
it was declared that he had “‘ traitorously endeavoured to subvert the fundamental 
laws and government of the realms of England and Ireland, and instead thereof 
to introduce an arbitrary and tyrannical government against law, which he hath 
declared by traitorous words, counsels, and actions, and by giving his majesty advice 
by force of arms to compel his loyal subjects to submit thereunto.’’ This was the 
gist of the whole accusation. Pym and the commoners had resolved to support two 
propositions: first, that Strafford had endeavoured to subvert the fundamental 
laws; and, secondly, that such an endeavour was tantamount to high treason.

Lady Arabella Stuart was at this time the next heir to the English throne 
after James I. She married secretly William Seymour, second son of Lord Beau- 
champ, and by so doing acted contrary to the wishes of ‘the King, who caused them 


both to be imprisoned. They escaped, and the above proclamation was issued for 
their re-arrest. 


The claim of Lady Arabella Stuart to the English throne led to the downfall 
of Sir Walter Raleigh. Possibly he may have in his haste spoken, or at least 
listened to, words expressing a preference for Arabella Stuart. He was arrested 
on 17th July, 1603, condemned to death, and only on the scaffold was his sentence 
commuted to perpetual imprisonment. His beheading in 1618 was the result of 
this sentence.

Shakespeare’s lines.” The verses are entitled, ‘ A Supplement of an Imperfect Copy 
of Verses of Mr. Wil. Shakespeare’s’ and at the commencement of the tenth line is 
an asterisk with the note, ‘Thus far Shake-spear.’ Not only, too, are the stanzas 
in a different form from those of our present Lucrece—six lines instead of seven— 
but lines 5 and 6 of the first stanza differ from lines 5-7 of the present version, not 
merely in wording but wholly in thought. Neither, if the verses were originally in 
seven-line stanzas, would they be imperfect, but merely a different version of lines 
long before completed in Lucrece (Lucrece, published 1594, Suckling 1634-41). It 
is more probable, as appears to me, that Shakespeare at first thought of composing. 
his Lucrece in the stanza of ‘Venus and Adonis,’ and for trial commenced not at 
the beginning but at the central point of importance and _ interest, namely, at 
Tarquin’s view of Lucrece after forcing her door: but that he, for some unknown 
reason, after writing about a stanza and a half, threw it aside and took to the 
seven-line stanza.’’—Shakespeare’s Centurie of Prayse.

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SWIFT (onathan), 1667—1745. 


As a man of letters, Swift occupies a high place. As a satirist and a wit, his 
power was tremendous. In originality and strength he has no supertor, and in 
irony no equal. Unscrupulous sarcasm and vituperation, crushing logic, knowledge 
of men and life, vehement expression, made him the most formidable pamphleteer 
that ever lived. Undoubtedly the greatest and most durable monument of his style 
and originality of conception is “ Gulliver's Travels,” a universal satire. 


Jonathan Swift was born in Dublin, 30th November, 1667. At six he was sent 
to Kilkenny School, and in 1682 entered Trinity College, Dublin. After a desultory 
college career he came to England (1688), and next year became secretary to Sir 
William Temple. Later he took orders and was presented to the living of Kilroot 
near Belfast; but tiring of this he returned to Sir William Temple in 1696. During 
this period he wrote his greatest satire, the “ Tale of a Tub,” and the “ Batile of 
the Books,” both published anonymously in 1704. As secretary to Lord Berkeley, 
Lord Deputy to Ireland, Swift enlivened the society of Dublin Castle; as vicar of 
Laracor near Trim (1700), and prebendary of St. Patrick’s Cathedral from 1701 to 
1710, he divided his time betweem Laracor and London. He now wrote hts 
humorous squibs on the unlucky almanac-maker, Partridge, under the pseudonym 
of Isaac Bickerstaff. During 1710-13 he was chiefly in London, engaged on political 
work. He became a Tory, and converted the “ Examiner” into a deadly weapon 
against the Whigs. Swift's “ Examiners”’ may be said to have created the “ leading 
article’’ and established the power of the press. In 1713 he was made Dean of St. 
Patrick’s at Dublin, where he remained for nearly 30 years. He devoted much of 
his energies to the wrongs of Ireland, his “‘ Drapier’s Letters’’ being the outcome. 
Swift's Irish period 1s notable for the completion of the most famous of all his works, 
“ Gullwer’s Travels’ (1726). In this immortal satire we see Swift's genius in tts 
full maturity. In 1740 brain disease drove him to the verge of madness, and he 


died 19th October, 1745.

Stephen College, known as the ‘ protestant joiner,’’ was born about 1635.

His ingenuity as a joiner 
brought him into contact with many persons of rank, who treated him with 
familiarity, encouraging him so far that he became ambitious of distinction. He 
was considered ‘“‘a man of more enlarged understanding than is commonly found 
in mechanics.”?

James 
Tyrie, Jesuit theologian, was born in 1543, educated at St. Andrews University, 
and with other young Scotsmen, went abroad with Edmund Hay, the latter acting 
as the companion and guide to the Jesuit Nicolas de Gonda, papal envoy to Mary 
Stuart in 1562. He became a Jesuit at Rome in 1563, afterwards returning to 
Paris. From thence he corresponded with his brother David, with the object of 
winning him back to the Roman Church. One of these controversial letters, 
dealing with the question of the visibility of the church, was submitted at the 
close of 1566 to John Knox in order that he might write a reply to it. This Knox 
did at once, but for some unexplained reason he set aside his manuscript until 
shortly before his death in 1572, when he printed it at St. Andrews under the title 
‘¢ An Answer to a Letter of a Jesuit named Tyrie, be Johne Knox.’’ The Jesuit 
immediately published the above rejoinder, the preface of which is ‘‘ daitit at 
Paris, the 8 of Merche, 1578,’’ that is, after the death of Knox, and twelve months 
after that of David Tyrie, to whom the original letter was written. This publica- 
tion caused considerable stir, several replies being written.

Shortly before Jaggard undertook the printing of the First Folio of Shakes- 
peare, Vincent the Herald and Jaggard the printer had been jointly the object of a 
violent and slanderous attack by a perverse-tempered personage named Ralph’ 
Brooke. This Brooke was one of Vincent’s colleagues at the College of Arms. He 
could never forgive the bestowal, some years earlier, of an office superior to his own 
on an outsider, a stranger to the college, William Camden, the distinguished writer 
on history and archeology. From that time forth he made it the business of his 
life to attack in print Camden and his friends, of whom Vincent was one. He 
raised objection to the grant of arms to Shakespeare, for which Camden would 
seem to have been mainly responsible. His next step was to compile and publish 
a Catalogue of the Nobility, a sort of controversial Peerage, in which he claimed, 
with abusive vigour, to expose Camden and his friends’ ignorance of the genea- 
logies of the great families of England. Brooke’s book was printed in 1619 by 
Jaggard. The Camden faction discovered in it abundance of discreditable errors. 
The errors were due, Brooke replied, in a corrected edition of 1622, to the incom- 
petence of his printer, Jaggard. Then Augustine Vincent, Camden’s friend, the 
first owner of the Sibthorp copy of the First Folio, set himself to prove Brooke’s 
pretentious incompetence and malignity. Jaggard, who resented Brooke’s aspers- 
ions on his professional skill in typography, not only printed and published Vin- 
cent’s Discovery of Brooke’s Errors, as Vincent entitled his reply, but inserted in 
Vincent’s volume a personal vindication of his printing-office from Brooke’s stric- 
tures. Vincent’s denunciation of Brooke, to which Jaggard contributed his caustic 
preface, was published in 1622, and gave Brooke his quietus. Incidentally, Jaggard 
and his ally Vincent avenged Brooke’s criticism of the great dramatist’s right to 
the arms that the Herald’s College, at the instance of Vincent’s friend Camden, 
had granted him long before. Jaggard, next year, engaged in a great enterprise 
of the Shakespeare First Folio, and he presented his friend and fellow-victor in the 
recent strife with an early copy of the volume. (Sir Sidney Lee.)

This famous book of the ‘‘LIVES OF THE SAINTS” was compiled by 
JACOBUS DE VORAGINE, Archbishop of Genoa, who composed it under the title 
of ‘“ LEGENDA AUREA,”’ in the Latin tongue, about the year 1290. In the sub- 
sequent century it was translated into French by JEAN DE VIGNAY, and from 
this French translation it was converted into our own language by the indefatig- 
able Caxton. The work is rightly called by Warton ‘‘ an inexhaustible repository 
of religious fable’’; and such was the almost sacred light in which it was con- 
sidered abroad, for upwards of two centuries, that the learned Claude Espence, in 
the part was obliged to make a public recantation for calling it LEGENDA 
FER ! 


In this Edition, printed by Wynkyn de Worde, are many very curious, amus-

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WILKES, John (1727-1797). 





John Wilkes, politician, was born in Clerkenwell in 1727. He was educated 
at a private school at Hertford and at Leyden Unwersity. In 1754 he served the 
office of high sheriff of Buckinghamshire, and contested unsuccessfully the parlta- 
mentary representation of Berwick-on-Tweed. Later he became M.P. for Ayles- 
bury. In 1762, in concert with Churchill, he founded a rival organ to Smollett's 
“ Briton,” entitled “The North Briton.’ In No. 45 of the same, he dealt with 
the speech from the throne preceding the recent adjournment, and charactertsed a 
passage in which the peace of Hubertsburg was treated as a consequence of the 
peace of Paris, as “the most abandoned instance of munistertal effrontery ever 
attempted to be imposed on mankind’ and even insinuated that the King had 
been induced to countenance a deliberate lie. The resentment of the King and 
the court knew no bounds, and the article was treated as a seditious libel. Various 
periods of imprisonment followed, the matter was discussed again and again in 
parliament, Wilkes finally emerging as the idol of the populace. In 1771 he was 
elected sheriff for London and Middlesex, and in 1774 became Lord Mayor. He 
died 20th December, 1797.

In 1637 Kilvert became concerned with Alderman Abell in the promotion of 
the wine monopoly.

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WITHER (George), 1588—1667. 


“ One excellence for which all Wither’s writings are eminent, his prose as well 
as his verse, is their genuine English. Hts unaffected diction, even now, has scarcely 
a stain of age upon it,—but flows on, ever fresh and transparent, like a pebbled rill.” 
—G. L. Craik. He was a poet of exquisite grace, and one of the few masters in 
English of heptasyllabic couplet, and disclosed almost all its curious felicities. 

George Wither was born at Bentworth, Hampshire, June 11, 1588, studied at 
Magdalen, Oxford, and at eighteen entered Lincoln’s Inn. For his “ Abuses Stript 
and Whipt”’ (1613), he found himself in the Marshalsea, and here wrote his most 
famous piece, the “ Shepherds Hunting,” a sweet pastoral. In 1618 appeared “ The 
Motto,” a curious piece of self-confession. His finest poem, “ Fair Virtue, or the 
Mistress of Philarete’” (1622), shows exquisite fancy. There followed his “ Hymns 
and Songs of the Church” (1623), “ Psalms of David translated ” (1631), “Emblems” 
(1634), and “ Hallelujah” (1641). Now a fiery Puritan, in 1642 he sold his estate 
to raise a troop of horse for the parliament, but was taken prisoner. Later Cromwell 
made him major-general in Surrey and Master of the Statute Office...

The advice as to conduct at table, and with guests, is very interesting :—

‘‘Dislike any thing att yr owne Table looke like a secret prohibition to eate 
of it, whilst an hearty & open return to wt you sett before yr friends is a Treat 
be ye meale never so indifferent, in weh ’tis discretion to lett most of yr dishes be 
undisguised & plain, because there is ye least expence in them & they are withall 
ye most wholesome, a wise man will spent wt God & Nature plants about him, & 
thinke ye Calfe tastes as well out of his owne slaughterhouse, as ye Butchers, & 
it may be if as cleanelie drest.”’ ;

A fine XIIth century manuscript of Bede’s commentary on Saint Mark, 
executed) by a German Monk, presumably an inmate of the Benedictine Abbey of 
St. Vitus, the Martyr at Gladbach, in the diocese of Cologne; for on folio la is 
the ownership inscription of the Abbey (in a XVth century hand): ‘‘ Liber 
Monasterii Sancti Viti Martyris in Gladbach et est venerabilis beda super marcum.”’ 
An older inscription above this has been erased. Along the outer edges of the MS. 
is written the press-number, ‘‘ B.19,’’ given to it by the Abbey hbrary. The MS. 
is from the Phillipps’ collection (No. 2225), and bears the crest of Sir T. Phillipps 
stamped, on folio la. The MS. is in a wonderfully good condition, and has been 
scarcely cut down at all; down the edges of almost all the outer margins can still 
be seen the holes made by the scribe’s needle when he sewed down the blank vellum 
sheets on a frame to keep them taut while he was writing. 


The Abbey of Gladbach was founded in 973 by Archbishop Gero of Cologne 
and dedicated to Saint Vitus. The Benedictine inmates evidently greatly venerated 
the writings of Bede, who was also a Benedictine, for two other fine Bede manu- 
scripts of the same period, emanating from Gladbach, are in existence. One _ is 
Bede’s Commentary on St. Luke, a companion volume to the present, and which 
stood beside it on the shelves of the Abbey library, as is testified by its press- 
number, ‘‘B.18.’’ This MS., formerly in the Phillipps Collection, is now in the 
possession of A. Chester Beatty, and is fully described in E. G. Millar, ‘‘ The Library 
of A. Chester Beatty. A descriptive catalogue of the Western Manuscripts,”’ 1927, 
No. 31. At the beginning is a similar note to the one in the present MS., and 
probably in the same fifteenth-century hand: ‘‘ Liber‘monasterii sancti Viti Martyris 
in Gladbach et est Venerabilis Beda super lucam.’’ This manuscript, though of 
the same period and in a handwriting of the same school as the St. Mark MS., is 
not, it seems, the work of the same scribe, for there are shght differences in the 
formation of certain letters, and some abbreviations are used in the St. Luke 
which are not met with in the St. Mark MS. The other manuscript from Gladbach,

Bedae Historiae, also a former Phillipps MS., is now in the John Rylands Library, 
Manchester. This, again, bears a fifteenth-century note of ownership: ‘‘ Liber 
monasterii 8. Viti Martyris in Gladbach.’’ The MS. is described by M. R. James: 
‘‘ A Descriptive Catalogue of the Latin Manuscripts in the John Rylands Library, 
.  Manchester,’’ vol. I, 1921, No. 182. 


The Commentary on St. Mark and the Commentary on St. Luke are the two 

'. gospel commentaries of which there is no doubt as to Bede’s authorship, for they 

are included in the list of his works (up to the year 731), which Bede appended to 
his ‘‘ Historia Ecclesiastica.”’

While in Calais, Lord Berners devoted all his leisure to literary pursuits. 
History, whether real or fictitious, always interested him, and in 1523 he published 
the first volume of his famous translation of Froissart’s Chronicles. The second 
volume followed in 1525. Richard Pynson being the printer of both. This work 
was undertaken at the suggestion of Henry VIII and was dedicated to him. Its 
style is remarkably vivid and clear, and although a few French words are intro- 
duced, Berners has adhered so closely to the English idiom as to give the book the 
character of an original English work. It inaugurated the taste for historical 
reading and composition by which the later literature of the century is character- 
ised. Fabian, Hall, and Holinshed were all indebted to it.
